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SKIING  LOGIC 


For  the  keenest  enjoyment  of  skiing s 

lo  Exercise  and  strengthen  the  muscles  most  subject 
to  strain  BEFORE  THE  FIRST  SNOWFALL.  It’s  a 
strenuous  sport. 

2o  Get  the  proper  equipment^  particularly  boots  and 
bindings . 

3o  Begin  the  season  with  lessons  under  competent 
instructors . 

4o  Learn  control  and  use  it^  for  it  is  the  hallmark 
of  the  good  skier.  A controlled  fall  is  a safe= 
guard. 

5o  Don’t  ski  difficult  terrain  until  you  can  ski 
any  practice  hill  under  control. 

6.  DON’T  SKI  ALONE. 

To  increase  the  pleasure  of  skiing  for  alls 

1.  Give  the  other  skier  a fair  break  by  filling  your 
own  sitzmsrks  and  footprints. 

2.  Climb  skiing  surfaces  only  on  skis  and  don’t 
linger  in  the  middle  of  the  trail  on  blind 
corners . 

3o  Heed  the  cry  “track”.  The  other  skier  may  be  out 
of  control  and  need  all  the  room  he  can  get.  The 
slower  moving  skier  always  has  the  right  of  way. 

4o  Cooperate  with  all  Ski  Patrolmen.  They  are 
volunteers  ready  to  help  you  if  you  need  them. 

Safety  in  skiing  is  mainly  a combination  of  common 

horse  sense  and  good  sportsmanship.
